Gilbert Associates is now working on a 
* . renovation-addition project at Lowell 
5, High School, and has done a total of 78 new 
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school and school renovation jobs. 

Previous work in Andover includes 
Punchard Jr. High (the most recent, East 
wing of the present East Jr. High, 
Shawsheen School and West Elementary. 

Furthermore, Clark said, the Building 
Committee had a positive reaction to the 
firm’s size (it has six architects and a ~ 
total staff of 17) and its ‘‘availability”’ to 
complete the design in time for a price tag 
to be attached and a bond issue prepared 
for spring town meeting. 

Time is particularly of the essence, 
Clark said Tuesday, in order to avoid 
junior high students going on split sessions 
for more than a year. 

Plans now are to vacate East Jr. High 
for a year of construction, and have all 
junior high students on split sessions at the 
West Jr. High. 

Clark said he is hoping for a Town 
Meeting at the beginning of April, so the 
project could be funded and presented to 
the State School Building Assistance 
Bureau at its meeting the third Tuesday in 
April. If the Bureau gave its approval at 
that time, he said, a contractor could be’on 
site before school is out in June of 1969, 
providing almost two full construction 
seasons with only one year of disruption to 
the students. 

Clark notified the firm of its acceptance 
Tuesday, and said he hoped to sign a con- 
tract with them within the next two 
weeks. Town Meeting in April voted a 
total of $900,000 in planning and design 
funds for the project. 

Clark said he would be calling a formal 
meeting to acquaint the school committee 
and the firm and Stanley J. Shilensky, who 
will be overseeing the work here. 

Clark said he still feels $10 million is a 
‘‘good ballpark guess”’ as total cost of the 
project, and said that both he and the 
school committee are committed to com- 
ing in close to or below that figure.

Finding A Way To Communicate 


. Learning can be a frustrating ex- 
perience, even under the best of cir- 
cumstances. When the circumstances in- 
clude cerebral palsy, the educational 
process is especially discouraging. For- 
tunately, some of the frustration has been 
eliminated for a least one victim of the 
affliction — thanks to the efforts of the 
Telephone Pioneer organization at 
Western Electric’s Merrimack Valley 
Works in North Andover. 


Community projects and aid to han- 
dicapped individuals are major endeavors 
of the Telephone Pioneers of America, 
composed of 510,000 active and retired 
telephone employees. And a little girl 
named Rosie is one of the beneficiaries. 


Rosie is a nine-year-old with a cheerful 
face and smile that could melt lead. She is 
one of 14 students in Theresa Terry’s class 
for handicapped children in West 
Stockbridge. Afflicted with cerebral 
palsy. Rosie can’t walk, eat by herself or 
talk. 

To help Rosie communicate with the 
world, the Merrimack Valley Works 
chapter of the Pioneers built a special 
teaching/communication device. The 
device is a large upright board with 16 
Squares containing various answers to 
problems as well as bulbs that light up in 
sequence. When the bulb lights up in a 
desired square, the child presses down on

a Switch and stops the light from moving 
to the next square, thereby indicating an 
answer or response. 

For example, pictures of ice cream, 
peas, carrots and pizza were taped to 
different squares so that Rosie could com- 
municate what she wanted for lunch. 

The board can be used for teaching 
reading skills and vocabulary, solving 
math problems, choosing menus, explain- 
ing thoughts and emotions and carrying on 
simple conversations. Mrs. Terry has ac- 
cumulated a small pile of interchangeable 
cards for the squares and reworks ad- 
ditional ones with a felt pen. 

‘Rosie has emotions just like you or I, 
but she can’t express them,”’ said Mrs. 
Terry. ‘‘She can use this device as a way 
of bridging the gap.’’. 

Mrs. Terry had first brought her idea for 
such a machine to Tim Chichester, a New 
York Tel employee. Tim later saw a 
Pioneer exhibit in New York, which in- 
cluded Merrimack Valley’s ‘‘audio ball’’ 
— a beeping softball that provides blind 
kids with the thrill of hitting a home. He

Water Problem Could 
Continue Till Spring | 


Shawsheen residents, plagued with rusty 
water for more than a year, were asked 
Monday night to be patient for another 
week or two. : 

They also were told, however, that the 
ultimate solution to their problems could 
be as far away as next spring, and they 
generally considered the offer of a $40 
rebate small payment for the. in- 
conveniences they’ve had to put up with. 

Public Works Director Robert McQuade 
told the residents and selectmen that the 
watermain cleaning process, using the 
foam plug method, has been completed on 
Carisbrooke and lower York streets, and 
that he has observed marked improve- 
ment. 

He said they had cleaned a tremendous 
amount of material from the mains, and 
that he felt slow circulation of water 
through the area would clean up the 


remaining rust in the next week or two. 

James R. Sellers, representing the 
Friends of Shawsheen, and himself a resi- 
dent of lower York, said the residents 

_ were desperaate for an alternative. 

He said many of the residents have had 
to go out and have their laundry done at 
the laundromat every day, and that some 
have had to buy water for drinking and 
cooking purposes. 

He said he felt the problem was actually 
worse now than it was before the DPW 
began its cleaning process, and asked if 
the selectmen could call an emergency 
town meeting to fund new mains if the 
cleaning didn’t prove satisfactory. 

McQuade, however, said that by the 
time preparations could be made for town 
meeting, it would be nearly time for the 
scheduled October town meeting. 

In either case, he said, he didn’t think 
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there ‘‘was a prayer’ of getting all the 


and said he hopes to have a proposal in 
time for October town meeting. 


Meanwhile, Clark asks groups in- 


terested in using the building or the play- 
ing fields to write him a letter Stating 
their cases. 

Clark’s most immediate concern is to 
tear down the badly damaged structure to 
prevent the possibility of injury.

Principal Jack Coyle told the school committee 
recently that their methods would include some in-the- 
field type experience to make curriculum more 
meaningful. 

For instance, instead of just counting out money in 
class and doing problems on paper, youngsters might be 
taken downtown into. the stores to learn comparative 
Shopping and values, and learn first-hand just how far 
the dollar goes. 

And take the ingenious lunch program at Andover 
High. Cafeteria Director Richard Baron, by adding a 
Salad bar and submarine and hamburger-hot dog lines, 
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community and the wor 


has encouraged many more students to eat nutritious 
lunches, and practically eliminated scraps — all at no 
additional cost to the taxpayer. 

We can’t help but agree with School Committeeman 


Joseph Finn who, after the Doherty presentation noted: — 


“Tm impressed the most with the dynamic and in- 
novative approach of the Andover School System. The 
folks are really thinking out there.’’ 

We hope they don’t stop.

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WASHINGTON -— Presi- 
dent Carter has notified his 
Cabinet, according to se- 
cret Cabinet minutes, that 
inflation is ‘‘the number 
one public concern.” He 
said it made not only good 
sense but good politics to 
“oppose excessive spend- 
ing bills.” 

The president’s goal, 
meanwhile, is to bring the 
inflation rate down to 6 or 7 
percent by 1980. He’s look- 
ing for ways to dramatize 
his anti-inflation effort. He 
may hold fireside chats, 
for example, on national 
television and invite infla- 
tion fighters to appear with 
him at the White House. 
They could be corporate 
executives or small busi- 
nessmen. 

Carter, meanwhile, has 
been hitting new lows in 
the popularity polls. He 
has antagonized just about 
every interest group. He is 
criticized from every quar- 
ter; his own party leaders 
are whispering that he’s a 
one-term president. 

But we can report that 
Carter has no intention of 
giving up the White House 
at the end of his first term. 
Sources close to the presi- 
dent say he intends to run 
for re-election and expects 
to win. 

Here’s how he intends to 
do it: He’ll start holding 
fireside chats; visit the 
grassroots more often; 
hold more town meetings. 
He’ll invite people to ask 
him questions on people-to- 
president radio shows. 

Carter also plans to play 
politics for the next two 
years. He’ll help congress- 
men and senators who sup- 
port him. And he’ll with- 
hold presidential favors 
from uncooperative con- 
gressmen and senators. 

The president will also 
hit the popular issues.

hindrance to their work, they could con- 
tinue flushing. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark, said 
he did appreciate the problems the 
Shawsheen residents have and that he was 
proposing some offsetting compensation 
— or a credit of $40 on the water bills of 
100 homes that are most seriously 
affected. 

“T don’t say $40 covers all things in 
every individual case,’’ he said, ‘‘but it 
represents more than the water which has 
gone through their meters for the flushing 
process.”’ 

He said he felt the cleaning program is 


working, and that it is incumbent upon the 
town to flush the mains thoroughly and 
make sure they've done everything they 
can to resolve the problem before under- 
taking a major capital program. 


He said, however, that if the problem 
doesn’t clear up, he would be working 
toward town meeting and that he would be 
prepared to spend ‘‘the whole $1 million” 
McQuade estimates would be necessary 
for complete replacement of mains in the 
area. 


October Town Meeting last year ap- 
proved money for new mains on William 
and Kennilworth Avenues and Riverina 
Road, where the problem was even worse.
